Alto, which attracted him w'hile on 
a ratting trip to Baltimore. 
Active in Church 
Soon

town, where he purcliased a saw­ 
mill, John Brown became interested 
iii the Emmanuel 
mission church 
He became a leader of the congre­ 
gation and a spiritual mentor to 
his neighbors 
Later he abandoned 
his sawmill to become a contractor 
for charcoal for furnaces at Mont 
Alto. Pine Grove and in Maryland. 
All this time he was thinking of a 
way to abolish slavery 
by arming 
the Negroes. 
About October I, 1859. as he was j 


leaving a 
prayer 
service 
at 
the 
church, he was accosted by a young 
girl mountaineer who asked him if 
it was true th at he was going into 
the south to head an armed rebel­ 
lion. When he rejilied in the affirm­ 
ative she sought to turn him lrom 
the plan saying he was needed in 
the Pennsylvania section where he 
was residing and warning him that 
the venture would

death. 
He refused to give up his 
projected expedition and ten days , 
later the world was startled by the 
news that John Brown, with a small 
number of followers, had seized the 
arsenal at 
Harper’s 
Ferry. 
He 
withstood tile siege from October IO 
until 
October 
18. 
when 
United 
States troops and Virginia National 
111 Guardsmen recaptured the arsenal 
after 
severely 
wounding 
John 
Brown. He was taken prisoner and 
upon conviction 
of 
treason 
was 
sentenced to be hanged. 
He 
was 
executed at Charles 
Town on De­ 
cember 2, 1859. and it is reported 
that his final words to 
his 
jailer 
were remarks 
on 
the 
Allegheny 
mountains.

i steep and lofty as we ascend, curve 
; after curve. Could 
look 
up 
and 
| down on lofty peaks on one side of 
; mountain, sixty-one miles across, 
j Just as soon as we descended the 
' other side of mountains rain and 
fog began at once on account of 
the ocean winds meeting the hot 
desert winds. We saw’ large farms 
on a flat plateau among the peaks 
as we descended, 
a cloudburst had 
torn out a gully on the trail and a 
sign read. “Not passable without 
chains.” We then detoured on mud 
roads that became worse as the 
rain poured down. As we proceed­ 
ed we saw danger signs which said. 
■Dangerous but passable,” But we 
kept on down the mountain amids* 
green fields and orchards.

Large outside pipe organ

! 4:30 every day. Large orchard.^ of 
grapefruit and oranges, lemons, ap­ 
ples, peaches, parsunmons. quavos, 
Avocado pour trees, bearing fruit 
since they were planted for the ex­ 
position.
